The Strassberger Conservatories offer more free advantages to 
their pupils and patrons than any other Music School in the west. 
These are of great value to students in completing their general 
musical education in the midst of a real musical atmosphere. 

PUPILS' PRIVATE RECITALS— Are under charge of Madame 
C. Strassberger, Bruno Strassberger or G. Winter. They take place 
every week at the North or South-Side Conservatory, beginning in 
November. At these recitals pupils will play only for each other 
and help them to overcome the natural nervousness in playing before 
an audience. Parents and friends may be invited. 

PUPILS' POPULAR RECITALS— Advanced pupils' recitals, un- 
der charge of Mr. C. Strassberger, are given 3-4 every month, to 
which all students, their parents and friends, are invited. 

FACULTY AND ARTISTS' RECITALS— Artists' recitals and 
concerts are frequently given at the Conservatories halls during the 
season. These recitals are considered essential to good students in 
cultivating the taste for better music and in familiarizing them with 
the works of great masters. To these functions extra invitations are 
issued. 

LECTURES ON HISTORY OF MUSIC— Lectures will be given 
frequently at the Conservatories by such experienced artists as G. 
Sheets, C. Galloway, etc., on subjects of old masters, and others in 
which full analysis of music in its development from ancient times 
to the present day will be shown. 

LECTURES ON VOCAL MUSIC and composers will be given 
by Mme. Lemaire, the eminent vocal teacher. All these lectures will 
be found very instructive and interesting to students and their 
friends. 

ELEMENTARY HARMONY CLASSES— This course of study 
comprises: The Rudiments of Music; Musical Notation, as scales, 
rhythm, signatures, chords progressions, key relationships, harmo- 
nizing melodies, etc. These classes are very important to students 
who desire to receive a thorough musical education. This course 
is free of charge to students. 

ENSEMBLE SINGING AND EAR TRAINING CLASS— These 
classes are or great value and special care is taken to show the 
relationship of the different tones of the scales, correct phrasing, 
breathing, articulation, style and expression of melodies, etc. These 
classes are in charge of the great Mme. Lemaire. 

VIOLIN CLASSES — These classes are a conspicuous feature in 
the violin department and an important adjunct of a thorough musi- 
cal education. They are divided into the junior and senior class, 
quartets and quintets, etc., under the supervision of Bruno Strass- 
berger, who directs all the study of the most important works of 
classical and modern masters. Mme. B. Strassberger assists at 
the piano. 

FREE AND PARTIAL SCHOLARSHIPS— The Strassberger 
Conservatories will award Seventy-six (76) Free and Partial Scholar- 
ships for this year, to talented music students of small means, to 
give such an opportunity to study music correctly and thoroughly. 

TWENTY FREE SCHOLARSHIPS— entitling the holder to in- 
struction free of charge, for one school year. Students of rare talent 
and intelligence will be eligible to such scholarships after they have 
made a satisfactory examination. 

FIFTY-SIX PARTIAL SCHOLARSHIPS— entitling the holder to 
a liberal reduction from the regular rates for one school year. 

This idea (first introduced in St. Louis by Director C. Strass- 
berger, is entirely philanthropic, and no one who is able to pay the 
regular rates should apply for such a scholarship. 

These scholarships are issued in the Vocal, Piano, Dramatic Art 
and Violin Departments, also in the Elementary Harmony, Violin, 
Orchestra and Vocal classes. 

Application must be made on the regular Conservatories blank 
before September 10, of each year. 

No charge will be made for examinations. 

All scholarships are awarded by examination, which will be con- 
ducted at the Conservatories, from September 15, to September 30, 
each year. Candidates will be notified in due time when to appear at 
the Conservatories.

LARGE CLASS OF 54 GRADUATES RECEIVE AWARDS 




The graduating class of 1909 held their commencement exercises 
Wednesday, June 16th, 8 p. m., at the Strassberger Conservatory, 
South Grand and Shenandoah avenues, for .the Graduates of the 
Oratory and Dramatic Art Department. Thursday, June 17th, at 
4 p. m , at the St. Peter's Episcopal Church, L'indell boulevard and 
Spring avenue, for Graduates of the Organ Department; and Sunday, 
June 20th, afternoon and evening at the Olympic Theater, for 
Graduates of the Piano, Vocal, Elocution, Violin and Theoretical De- 
partment. Fifty-four pupils were awarded with certificates, diplo- 
mas and medals. 

The Dramatic Recital which took place at the South Side Con- 
servatory Auditorium under the direction of Miss Grace Sheets, the 
well-known play producer, and teacher of this department, was in 
every sense a great success. The large auditorium, adjoining rooms 
and foyers were filled to overflowing an hour before time for the 
curtain to raise; over 1000 people were turned away, a circumstance 
greatly regretted by the management. The three plays given were 
elaborately staged and costumed and the young players acquitted 
themselves splendidly, receiving many curtain calls. 

The organ recital was given at St. Peter's Episcopal Church, 
Lindell and Spring avenues, under charge of the eminent organist, 
Charles Galloway. A large audience, that tested the seating capacity 
of the church, listened with close attention and great appreciation 
to an excellently rendered program, showing the progress and 
development made by the young organist graduate, Wm. Rushing of 
Hertrand, Mo. 



The general graduating exercises took place at the Olympic 
Theater before two immense audiences, both afternoon and evening. 
The theater, the largest in the city, could not accommodate the 
numbers attending and the management was compelled to turn 
many away. 

Both programs were of the highest artistic excellence, and the 
participants were all forced to respond to numerous encores and 
bow repeated acknowledgements to long and enthusiastic applause.
